BERLIN, Sept. 15.—(UN)—The 
republican parties of Germany were 
drawn toward a common goal tonight 
in defense of parliamentary govern- 
ment against the threat of powerful 
fascist and communist representation 
in the new reichstag. 

President Paul Von Hindenburg. 
the aged but sturdy military leader 
who sacrificed the peace of retirement 
to serve the young republic, was the 
central figure to whom republicans 
appealed for liquidation of the ex- 
tremist menace. 

The formation of a “big coalition” 
government, with the possibility that 
Prime Minister Otto Braun, of Prus- 
sia, would emerge as the “strong 
man” of republicanism, was believed 
the most likely solution to the reichs- 
tag crisis if President Von Hinden- 
burg consented to socialist representa- 
tion in the cabinet. 

Fascisis Barred, 

lt was said on high authority that 
the new reichstag would be convened 
October 13, which is the latest date 
legally permissable.

Heart Attack Comes as 
Actor Plays With Wife

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 15.—(#)— 
Milton Sills, 48, for many years one 
of the best-known actors in motion 
pictures, fell dead from a heart attack 
while playing tennis with his wife and 
son at their suburban home tonight. 

Mrs. Sills, formerly Doris Kenyon, 
film actress, said her husband appar- 


ently was in the best of health when 
the game started. First intimation 
anything was wrong came when Sills 
staggered and fell to the court. 

Friends of the actor visiting at the 
Sills home carried Sills into the house 
and summoned the Sawtelle police in- 
halator squad. He died at 6:45 p. m., 
15 minutes after being stricken, and 
without regaining consciousness. 

Sills, once a professor of mathemat- 
ies at Chicago University, was one of 
the athletes of the screen. Recently 
his health had not been good. He was 
confined to his home several weeks 
last spring with a nervous disorder. 

Sills advanced to stardom in the 
films almost overnight, after a suc- 
cessful stage career. Like many of 
those with whom he rubbed elbows in 
the theatrical world, his start was 
much by accident. 

He was born in Chicago January 12, 
1882, and was educated at Hyde Park | 
High school and the University of 
Chicago.

“Despite the confidence of the so- 
cialists, as expressed by Braun, -the 
position of President Von Hindenhurg 
was not definitely established. With 
the ultimate decision in his hands 
through his power to name a new 
chancellor in case Bruening fails to 
win a majority in the new reichstag, 
the presidential palace was the scene 
of animated consultations throughout 
today, ‘The president conferred with 
many advisors, including Chancellor 
Bruening, 


The movement to persuade Von 
Hindenburg to name Braun as chan- 
cellor and Bruening as foreign min- 
ister was strong but it was under- 
stood the president was not entirely 
inclined to favor such a procedure if 
the oecasion arose immediately after 
the new reichstag met. 


All suggestions that the outcome 
of the elections foreshadowed a “dic- 
tatorship” or dissolution of the reich- 
stag at once were discounted by high 
government officials. There’ was, 
however, considerable talk in unof- 
ficial quarters of “legal evasion” of 
the parliamentary restrictions or es- 
tablishment of a “legal dictatorship” 
under the constitution. 


Government officials said there was 

no danger of a radical departure from 
Germanys conciliatory foreign policy, 
despite the fascist opposition to the 
Young reparations plan and the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 
_ The large increase of fascist depu- 
ties means that there will be many 
young men in the next parliament. It 
also means that carpenters will start 
work building more seats to meet the 
needs of the increased membership, 
which was due to the heavy vote. One 
unusual phase of the fascist victory 
was the fact that they control no 
newspapers with large circulation 
while the MHugenberg nationalists, 
with a vast newspaper representation, 
were crushingly defeated.

Attorney Told To Proceed 
Against Black Shirt Leader 
for Returned Bank Order. 


City Attorney James L. Mayson 
Monday afternoon was instructed to 


proceed “‘as you see fit” to collect $40, 
due on a returned check, which Holt 
J. Gewinner, representing the Black 
Shirts, “American Facists” organiza- 
tion, gave for use of the municipal au- 
ditorium, The check was returned un- 
paid with a notation that ne com- 
mercial aceount was carried at the 
Citizens & Southern National »anhk, 
the institution on which it was drawn. 

According to Robert F. Pennington, 
chairman of the auditorium commii- 
tee, the check was tendered for use cf 
the auditorium one night last week, 
and was accepted. 
bank by the office of R. A. Measlur- 
ray, tax receiver, and was returned. 

The chec) was a personal one on 
the account of Gewinner and was not 
on the Black Shirt organization, He 
promised that hc would make it good, 
but had not done so late Monday 
afternoon. 

“We intend to attempt to get the 
money due the borough without a 
suit.” Mr. Mayson said, “but failing 
in this we shall take whatever asters 
are necessary to assure full protection 
of the borough. 
any trouble, I shall be disposed 1t 
permit the matter to drop, but under 
the law the man who signed: that 
check can be prosecuted.” 

Faces Federal Charge. 


Unless Gewinner pays to the Unit- 
ed States court today a balance of 
$675, due under the terms of a pro- 
bation sentence imposed on him in 
1926 for violating internal revenue 
laws, it was indicated Monday at the 
federal building that R. A. Chap- 
pell, probation officer for the north- 
ern district of Georgia, will be direct- 
ed to bring him into court to show 
cause why his parole should not be 
revoked. 

When Gewinner pleaded guilty to 
two separate charges of defrauding 
the government out of its tax on paid 
admissions, he was placed under a 
sentence to serve 12 months in the 
penitentiary. The sentence was sus- 
pended on condition that he pay into 
the court $100 monthly until $1,200 
had been paid. The order was sub- 
sequently modified so that he was 
allowed to pay $25 a month, 

Only $525 Paid. 

A recent investigation of the status 
of his case, made by United States 
Attorney Clint W. Hager, revealed 
that Gewinner had only paid a total 
of $525 since December, 1926, when 
he entered a plea.- As a result of 
his investigation, Mr. Hager ordered 
the probation officer to find out why 
the balance due the government had 
not been paid. 

Chappell brought Gewinner before 
the United States district attorney 
and the probation officer was subse- 
quently ordered to see that Gewinner 
paid the $675 or show cause why the 
parole should not be revoked. Chap-: 
pell’s final report is due to be made 
to the United States attorney today. 


OGLETHORPE 1S GIVEN 
ART REPRODUCTIONS 


Oglethorpe University recently was 
the recipient of -100 fine reproduc- 
tions of some of. the most famous 
masterpieces of French art, together 
with a Sevres vase of exquisite de- 
sign and workmanship, according to 
Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, president of the 
institution. The valuable gift was 
presented to Oglethorpe by the French 
government at the suggestion of 
Charles Loridans, French consul in 
Atlanta, and with the approval of 
Maurice Simonin, consul general, in 
New Orleans. 

About 18 by 24 inches in size, 
the reproductions will form an im- 
portant addition to the Earl Hop- 
per peace memorial collection at the 
university. The paintings represent- 
ed, most of which hang in the Louvre 
or the Luxembourg, range from fif- 
teenth-century works down to those 
of the late Impressionistic era. The 
fact that reproduction. of these mas- 
terpieces is reserved by the French 
government and strictly limited makes 
them particularly valuable, President 
Jacobs stated. 

The vase, a product of the famous 
Sevres potteries, also controlled by 
the government, is a beautiful ex- 
ample of the finest craftsmanship in 
ceramic art. In the shape of a large 
jar, about 15 inches in diameter, it 
is finished in the blue glaze for which 
these works are noted; the dark blue 
surface, in the present case, being re- 
lieved by overtones in a lighter, cloudy 
blue, and decorated with a delicate 
design in gold. So highly is it valued 
that Dr. Jacobs deemed it necessary 
to convey it as far as New Orleans 
by hand, whence it comes to Atlanta 
through the courtesy of M. Simonin.

LEGISLATIVE PREPARATION. 

The nominations for the genera!

They should 
not depend upon catching up all 
the threads and factors of such dif- 
ficult problems afier they get in 
their seats. 

It is greatly to be hoped that 
every thoughtful legislator will ob- 
tain as full an understanding of the 
state’s condition and needs before 
he comes to the capitol and be pre- 
pared to act upon them with knowl- 
edge and progressive spirit.

“But American goods ship- 
ped abroad are produced by American 
labor and help to give employment to 
millions of American workmen: and 
it will offer poor consolation to the 
American working man to offer him 
a tourist for the goods he has manu:

The point is well taken from the 
standpoint.of labor; for it is fram the 
human point of view, rather than from 
the financial, that Senator Barkley 
speaks.

In an address delivered over the 
radio Monday 5% Speaker of the 
House Richard . Russell made a 
sharp attack on George H. Carswell, 
his opponent in the run-off race tor 
governor, and upon former State 
Senator E. D. Rivers, who has joined 
forces with Carswell following last 
week's primary, 

The speaker declared that there 
were certain questions which should 
be answered for the benefit of the 
voters of the state and that Carswell 
was the man to answer them.

“From all the awful charges made

the speaker said, “every self-respect- 
ing Georgian thought that any meet- 
ing between the two men would be 
marked with bloodshed. However, at a 
midnight conference, culminating two 
days of trafficking and bargaining in 
offices belonging to the people, with 
the specter of the schoolbook trust and 
its attorney, and various other politi- 
cal wizards present to pronounce their 
benediction on the unholy alliance, 
Rivers and Carswell have met in a 
love feast to carry on the old game 
of letting ringsters and _ tricksters 
trade offices belonging to the people— 
a practice which will destroy de- 
mocracy unless it is repudiated and 
condemned, 

“I do not fear this new and strange 
ereature of Ed Carswell-George Riv- 
ers, because it came into being with 
a falsehood on its lips.

Most 
of the losses had developed by mid- 
day, at which time the’ shorts began 
to encounter increasing difficulty at 
keeping the market moving. ‘There 
was some short covering in the late 
afternoon. but final prices were most- 
ly around the lowest. Sales in the 
last 50 minutes amounted to less than 
250,000 Shares and the total volume 


the outstanding develop- 
ments in the day’s markets was the 
break in September wheat to 79 1-8 
cents, the lowest since 1914. A large 
increase in the visible supply, as well 
as favorable weather reports from the 
southwest, were factors in the selling 
at Chicago, and although the “grain 
showed some recovery from the bot- 
tom, closing prices on the various fu- 
tures were 1-4 to 1-2 cent net lower.

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KILLED IN RIDING FALL 


German Was Expelled From 
U. S. Prior To War While 
Serving as Naval Attache. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 15.— 
(P)—Captain Karl Boy-Ed, 58 years 
old, naval attache at the German em- 
bassy in Washington before America’s 
entry into the World War. is dead 
from the effects of a fall off his horse 
at his estate, near here. 

Captain Boy-Ed, on his birthday, 
Saturday, undertook his usual morn- 
ing ride along one of his favorite 
roads. To give his horse a thorough 
workout he practiced taking some 
hurdles over fences. His mount stum- 
bled, fell and threw him under. 

Captain Boy-Ed received internal 
injuries. He was taken to a hospital 
but surgical aid was unavailing and 
he died soon after. 


Captain Boy-Ed, son of a Turkish 
father and a German mother, the lat- 
ter of whom was a popular novelist 
(Ida Boy-Ed died May 13, 1928), was 
director of the kaiser’s propaganda 
for a greater navy and chief lieu- 
tenant of Grand Admiral Von Tirpitz, 
secretary of the navy. 

Boy-Ed’s home occupation was 
“chief of the news division,” directing 
practically the entire intelligence serv- 
ice of that branch of the German war 
establishment. 

Captain Boy-Ed was recalled from 
his post in the German embassy and 
left America in December, 1915, at- 
tacking the press of the United States 
as he departed for its efforts directed 
toward his removal from the country. 

The American government had re- 
quested his recall because of his 
propaganda activities directed largely 
against the “English peril’ and to- 
urgent necessity of more 
dreadnaughts and submarines. 

It was largely under Boy-Ed’s di- 
rection that the broad masses of the 
German nation *were taught the kai- 
ser’s so-called “bitter need” of great 
German sea power. He was looked 
upon as one of the ablest of German 
naval officers. 

Captain Boy-Ed was a tall, broad- 
shouldered, soldierly-appearing officer. 
He spoke English fluently and, in 
order to “Americanize” his appear- 
ance shaved off the “Prince Henry 
whiskers” which German naval offi- 
cers traditionally wore. About 45 
years old when at the height of his 
career in Washingten, he wore with 
ease the prestige attached to his office. 

The Boy-Ed case attracted wide- 
spread attention. It was one of the 
causes of bitterness in America prior 
to this country’s entry into the Great 
War. His diplomatic immunity pre- 
vented his arrest. Alleged passport 
frauds, which resulted in the arrest 
of Richard Peter Stegler and others 
in New York, caused public clamor 
for the internment or expulsion of 
the German attache. The state de- 
partment, in February, 1915, an- 
nounced it would not ask Count Von 
Bernstorff, then German ambassador, 
for Boy-Ed’s dismissal but would call 
the attention of the ambassador to 
the connection of his name with the 
incident. The inevitable outcome of 
the case, in a nation «then growing 
daily more hostile toward all things 
German, was Boy-Ed’s ultimate dis- 
missal. 

Captain Boy-Ed, on February 11, 
1921, was married in Germany to 
Miss Virginia Mackay Smith, daugh- 
ter of the late Bishop Mackay Smith, 


of the Episcopal diocese of Pennsyl-. 


vania. The couple had become ac- 
quainted while Boy-Ed was in Wash- 
ington. At one time when Boy-Ed 
was sought in Washington but could 
not be traced, social circles in Phila- 
delphia let it be known that he was 
hiding in the Mackay Smith home. 
He was reported to have returned to 
the United States after his deporta- 
tion, about March, 1917, in disguise, 
but this was never proved. 

Charges of sabotage in munitions 
plants in America, laid to the doors 
of numerous German agents, also 
were directed at Captain Boy-Ed and 
influenced the government in its ac- 
tivities against him. e#

While state department officials 
could not uncover legal proof against 
the German officers, their expulsion 
was asked after an accumulation of 
circumstances which convinced Secre- 
tary Lansing the official status of 
the attaches should be discontinued. 

Shortly after the state department 
had asked that Boy-Ed and Von Papen 
be recalled, the German government 
asked specific grounds as well as safe 
conduct. Secretary Lansing denied 
the right of the Berlin foreign office 
to inquire into facts and their sources 
but stated that the “naval and mili- 
tary activities” of the attaches had 
made then persona non grata. 

At the time of the expulsion the 
United States was discussing the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania with the German 
government and gathering data on the 
activities of all countries engaged in 
the war. Although the charges 
against Boy-Ed and Von Papen were 
not announced officially, it was said 
they had aided in the distribution of 
a fund, estimated at $27,000.000, 
which affected the neutrality of the 
United States. 

The officers also allegedly spent sev- 
eral millions of dollars attempting to 
unite expelled Mexican revolutionaries 
in a new revolt as well as attempting 
to foster peace propaganda in the 
United States. 

Secretary Lansing later revealed 
some of these charges in his ex- 
changes with Germany, and on De- 
cember 10, 1915, the American sec- 
retary said: 

“The German ambassador has in- 
formed me that the emperor has been 
pleased to recall Captains Boy-ed and 
Von Papen in compliance with the 
wishes of the United States.” 

When he sailed from New York on 
December 28, Captain Boy-ed said he 
would refrain from “again refuting 
all the stories which were told about 
me in the American papers and which 
mostly—like the silly Huerta tale— 
were invested by the Providence Jour- 
nal,” 

He added that German laws did not
